IN THE SENATE, 
THE PENSION RESOLUTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Feb. 9.—This has been 
another day of talk in the Senate upon the 
resolution declaring that the Arrears-of-Pen- 
sions law ought not to be repealed, and, as 
the advocates of the measure listen to the 
conventional talk from others in favor of the 
soldier and his just reward, all are disposed 
to treat with greater contempt the sugges- 
tion that pensions paid by thousands of mill- 
ions eost money, and that it is wise, at least 
so far as possible, to provide against fraud. 
The cost of the Pension act increases the 
pleasure with which its friends contemplate 
it, and there is manifested a spirit of emula- 
tion of the Senators that one shal! not sur- 
pass another in defense of the measure. So 
far from regretting the vast sums expended 
for this purpose, it might be said there is a 
tendency to exaggerate 

THE LONG ROLL OF MILLIONS 

which the Natjon is laying out for this ob- 
ject, and to boast of it. Meanwhile it can 
hardly be said that Mr. Beck and those who 
are disposed to side with him in broad state- 
ments as to the fraud commutted under the 
Arrears act have proved their case with that 
degree of accuracy which is necessary to 
sustain such comprehensive charges, and the 
indication are that the resolution which was 
desired to secure an expression of disappro- 
bation of many features of the Arrears act, 
and the means employed to secure it, will be 
turned, in substance, into an approval of it, 
and an encomium upon those whe origi- 
nated it. 

THE OLD SOLDIERS IN THE SENATE 
have not only justified their former action, 
and, as they call it, “stood by their com- 
rades.“ but they have even obtained recruits, 
and very efficient allies, in such dashing ex- 
Confederate soidiers as Vest, of Missouri, 
and Maxey, of Texas. Indeed, the best 
speech made in the Senate upon this subject, 
considered as a mere piece of oratory, was 
delivered yesterday by Vest. As matters 
now stand, the Senate will be almost unan- 
imous in declaring the act should not be re- 
pealed. Beck, indeed, now says that his

Another bill for the payment of the French 
spoliation claims has been introduced, mak- 
ing this the thirty-fourth Congress in which 
the attempt has been made to secure pay- 
ment of these claims.

Bills have been 
passed by the Senate and defeated in the 
House, or passed in the House to be deteated 
in the Senate, or passed by both Houses to 
be vetoed by Democratic Presidents. Mean- 
while old Mr. Cansten, the agent for a large 
number of the claimants for half a century, 
has been removed by death, and probably 
there is not a single original claimant living. 
But the claims still live, and are brought un- 
der a treaty which pledged our Government 
to the payment of them. 

BROWN’S ACTION. 

The attempt to secure the appointment of 
Neill Brown as Reading Clerk of the Senate 
is likely to be abandoned after an unsuccess- 
ful effort made today to proceed to the elec- 
tion. The movement resulted in showing 
that David Davis, somewhat contrary to ex- 
pectation, would vote with the Democrats, 
but it also disclosed the unexpected fact that 
Senator Brown, of Georgia, was not in favor 
of any change, as he voted against it. The 
motion, consequently, failed bya tie vote. 
Senator Brown has been made the subject of 
a good deal of heated criticism by his friends, 

who charge him with taking an important 
occasion to again attempt to demonstrate his 
independence of the party.

THE APPORTIONMENT TALK DOING LITTLE 
GOOD.

Wasnineron, D.C., Feb. 9.—It has been said 
that where there are free debates eloquence 
must have admirers and reason must make 
converts. Thestream of debate upon the Ap- 
portionment bill flows on in the Honse, but 
there is little eloquence to admire, and the fig- 
uresdo not make converts. Another day’s de- 
bate won no support for the committee’s bill. 
Indeed, there was less attention, if possible, to 
the speeches today than yesterday. The 
members appear to have formed their opin- 
ions as to the plan proposed in the bill: 
but it is not so certain that they 
are prepared to declare in favor of 
any other plan. ‘The present unanimity is of 
a negative character. The House will not 
approve the mathematical theories of the 
Seaton plan, or any plan which takes a mem- 
ber from the fhree smallest States and gives 
additional members to the large States, leav- 
ing 
FRACTIONS 80 GREATLY DISPROPORTIONATE. 
McCoid made an earnest but unavailing plea 
today for his bill, which is substantially the 
bill that was adopted by the Gensus Commit- 
tee, but the candid statements of Mr. Cox 
secured certain rejection of the Sea- 
ton plan, if any more arguments were nec- 
essary.

Thé Housethas decided to hold twojevening 
sessions weekly, beginning with the 16th of 
this month, to consider the District code. 
The experience of a former Congress in leg- 
islating upon the Revised Statutes was not of 
such acharacter as to lead oneto expect 
good results from these night sessions. The 
entire body of the organic law of the United 
States was considered and debated in the 
night sessions of a former Congress, when 
there were seldom more than twenty members 
in the House. The result was that 
there were a great many errors in 
the revision, some of which were of 
a very costly character, and there were so 
many changes in the tariff laws as to have 
created the suspicion that they were not all 
made through inadvertance. 

LAND GRANTS. 

The House has laid the foundation for a 
thorough investigation into the subject of 
land grants of the different roads by the 
adoption of a resolution calling for addition- 
alinformation. ‘The subject in various forms 
is now before three different committees— 
the Committees on Public Lands, on Pacitic 
Railroads, and on Judiciary. 

SIGNAL. SERVICE. 

The House Military Committee today se- 
cured the adoption by the House of a resolu- 
tion calling for an itemized statement of the 
expenditures for the suppoft of the signal 
service. The answer to this resolution, it is 
believed, will include the period in which 
the defaication of Howgate occurred, and 
some of Howgate’s frien ds say the report is 
likely to show that others, whom he declines 
to mention, were as guilty as himself. 

STATE CLAIMS TO BE ADJUSTED. 
To the Western Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 9.—A bill was re- 
ported in the House today to adjust the 5 per 
cent claim of the States upon sales of public 
lands. Itdirects the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior to ascertain the amount of public lands 
entered by the location of military scrip and 
land warrants in the various States (inciud- 
ing the Virginia military and United States 
military land warrants located in the State 
of Ohio after her admission into the Union) 
whose enabling acts of admission into the 
Union contain a stipulation for the pay- 
ment of 5 per cent on the sales of 
public lands therein, and provides that 
it shall be the duty of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to pay to such States 5 
per centum of the amount of lands so lo- 
cated, estimating their value at $1.25 per 
acre, the lands upon which the 5 per centum 
has been paid to be excluded. 

Mr. Hewitt presented to the House this 
morning two bills relating to the settling of 
disputed claims to the Presidency.

PITNEY’S NEW CHARGES. 

THE CONTINGENT FUND INVESTIGATION. 

WaAsuineron, D. C., Feb. 9.—Ex-Custodian 
Pitney, of the Treasury, has revived interest 
in the contingent fund investigation by add- 
ing something to his former testimony. Pit- 
ney asked to be recalled, and when he ap- 
peared he stated that he had been informed 
that Upton and Lamphere had contradicted 
his testimony with regard to employés of the 
Treasury having done work for Secretary 
Sherman for which they were paid out of 
the contingent fund. He asked that that 
portion of the testimony of Upham 
and Lamphere referring to his et- 
dence be read to him. This was done; it 
showed that Pitney had been correctly in 
formed. Upton and Lamphere had contra- 
dicted him, and had testified positively that 
no employé of the Treasury haa ever been 
paid out of the contingent fund for work 
done for Sherman. Pitney then reaffirmed 
his testimony, that they had done such work 
and had been paid for it out of the fund, and 
said he was prepared to prove it, and also to 
prove that Secretary Sherman and Mrs. Sher- 
man knew that this work was so paid for. 


SENATOR HALE 
sprang to his feet, and, with some show of 
indignation, asked: How dare you charge 
that Mrs. Sherman knew this ””’ 

Pitney replied: “* Because 1 received notes 


from her asking me to send men to do cer- 


tain work on certain occasions, and I have 
the notes here now.” He then produced 


certain notes purporting to have been writ- 


ten by Mrs. Sherman, and requesting that 
workmen de sent to the Secretary’s assist- 
ance. Pitney added that he had received 
notes of the same kind from Secretary Sher- 
man, and also prod then 
entered into 2 ll ath d t th to th 122 
and maintained that he could prove 12 the 
books and records of the Treasury that the 
work was paid for out of the contingent 
fund. 

THE COMMITTEE FINALLY DECIDED 
to call Upton and Lamphere and coufront 
them with Pitney; also to have the books 
and records of the contingent expenditures 
present for examination in connection with 
the testimony. 

Some of the leading Stal warts have quietly 
taken a great deal of interest in this investi- 
gation, and great pressure was brought to 
bear on Senator Logan to persuade him to 
bring out testimony calculated to embarrass 
and injure Senator Sherman. Mr. Logan, 
however, resisted the pressure, on the ground

STERL SHIPS FOR THE NAVY. 
Special to (incinnati Commerce ‘al. 
‘Wasuineroy, D. G., Feb. 8&.—The House 
Committee on Naval Affairs has been earry- 
ing on for several days an investigation for 
the purpose of gaining facts which will be of 
service to the House in the consideration of 
the Harris bill for the establishment of a 
permanent construction fund, or of any 
other plan, for the benefit of the navy. Both 
the majority and minority reports of the 
Naval Advisory Board have been sent to the 
House fer the committee’s use, but their con- 
clusions differed so-greatly that the commit- 
tee decided to make an independent inquiry.

Wasninatow, D. C., Feb. G. — A. M. Soteldo, the 
clerk of the Rallroad Committee of the Senate, 
an old newspaper correspagpdent, was shot and 
probably fataliy wounded tonight in the edito- 
rial of the National Republican, in this 
city. It is doubtful whether the fatal wound 
was caused by a shot from Mr. Soteldo's brother's 
(Charies) pistol, or from that of the managing 
editor of tne Republican. All hat can at pres- 
ent be definitly ascertained is, that Soteido and 
hie brother went into the private room of 
the managing editor, Clarence Barton. 
and in a few moments there were heard 
several pistol reports, When the smoke 
had cleared away, Mr. Soteldo was found lying 
upon the floor. Mr. Barton was standing near 
bie desk, and Mr. Charies Soteido, the brother, 
was only afew feet away, with a smoking re- 
volver in his hand. Serious trouble between

had been feared for some time by the friends of 
bots. Mr. Soteldo was, some years ago, the 
managing editor of the Republican, and Barton 
an employé on that paper in some capacity. A 
personal difficuity arose at that time, and 
for some years the two men have been 
hostile’ to each other. The difference, 
however, amounted to no more than a refusal to 
recognize each other. Some weeks ago, bhow- 
ever, the Republican published an article which 
gaye agrent deal of annoyance and mortifica- 
tion to Mr. Soteluo and his friends. In that arti- 
cle it was charged that Soteldo had engaged ina 
fight with Col. James Keegan at a disreputabie 
house in this city. Keegan is well known in 
New York as an old newspaper man. and has 
recently served a term in the New Jersey Peni- 
tentiary for libel. 
TO THOSE WHO UNDERSTAND THE RELATIONS 
which existed between Soteido and Mr. Barton 
it was apparent that the oid hostility had broken 
out, and, while it was rewarded as rather severe 
that such an aecusatuu should be published, 
still Mr. Barton justified it on the ground that 
both Soteido and Keegan had given the press 
the right to publish the news, because they had 
entered complaints against each other in the 
police court. Mr. Soteldo brooded a great deal 
over the publication, but thought the difficulty 
had blown over. This morning, however, the

itor for $5, and had failed. It also said that it 
had declined to publish along detailed account 
of the brawl at the personal urgent solicitation 
of Mr. Soteldo’s friends, who said that it would 
ruin bim in this country. It also referred in 
these words to an episode of Soteldo’s career: 

His signal failare in his efforts at so-called reform. 
a failure to be naturally expected when Mr. Soteldo’s 
connection with a well-known biackmailing sheet in 
on Seen named the Free Lance was so well remem- 


THIS ARTICLE 
was copied into one of the evening papers, and 
Mr. Soteido, early in the evening, seemed to be 
very greatly disturbed on account of it. He 
was wet by one of his friends in this city, and 
was advised by him to gu at once to his home. 
Between 9 and 10 o'clock Mr. Soteldo, accompa- 
nied by his brother, Cuaries Soteldo. entered tae 
Republican office. They at once went up-stairs 
to the editorial room. Itwas at an hour when 
the force of the office are apt to be away. They 
passed through the reporters’ room, in which 
Mr. Frank Conger, a son of Senator Conger and 
Treasurer of the Republican Company, was sit- 
ting. 
THEY SAID NOTHING, 
but went into a small inner room, not more than 
ten by twelve feet iarge, where Mr. Barton, the 
managing editor, sat writing at his desk. 
Soteido, who was very greatly excited, drew 
from his pocket a manuscript containing a 
statement, as he said, which he desired to have 
published in the Republican. Mr. Barton, 
realizing that there was great danger of a per- 
sonal difficulty, is understood to have taken the 
manuscript, and, while reading it over, got 
his pistol within easy reach. After be had 
finished reading the manuscript, be informed 
Soteldo that the publication would be a matter 
for Mr. Gorham, the editor-in-chief, to decide. 
As quick as a flash Mr. Soteldo is reported to 
have made a grab at Mr. Barton's throat. 
Whether he seized it or not Mr. Barton himself 
does not know. He (Barton) realized then, as he 
subsequently said, that 
His LIFE WAS IN VERY GREAT DANGER, 
for not only Mr. A. M. Soteldo had drawn his 
pistol from his hip pocket with his right hand, 
while with his left he made the reported clutch at 
Mr. Barton's throat, but Mr. Barton says he also 
saw a revolver in the hands of Charles Soteluo, 
pointed straight at his head. What actually fol- 
lowed after this can onfy be a matter ot sur- 
mise. Barton, according to one account, dis- 
charged his revoiver, and, according to another, 
raised his hand and knocked Charles Soteldo's 
revolver down. Then followed almost simul- 
taneously the reports of four pistol-shots. In 
the confusion the studeut's lamp ou Mr. Bar- 
tous table was knocked upon tne floor, and the 
room was 


AT ONCE IN DARKNESS. 

Frank Conger rushed in from the other room, 
as did some of the employés of the office, and 
then dis covered that one of the parties lay upon 
the floor. The rooorwas fliled with smoke. and 
for a moment they could not learn who the 
weuoded manwas. As soon as the light was 
brought and the smoke had cleared, the wound- 
ed man was found to be Mr. Sotetl do. * 

Tue pohee call in the office brought an Officer 
promptiy. and he arrested Charles Soteldo, who 
was not wounded, but 

STILE HELD A PISTOL IN HIS HAND, 

Mr. Barton, who at first supposed that he had 
not been burt, realized speedily that he had 
been wounded in the shoulder, and aiso in the 
breast, but the wounds appeared to be merely 
flesh-wounds. He was able to waik down-stairs 
and out of the office, and call a carriage himselr, 
and drive bome unattended. 

Mr. Soteldo was found by the physician who 
arrived just as Mr. Barton went away to be 
alive. His body was paralyzed from the. neck 
down. Some ot his closest friends were recog- 
nized by him, and he spoke in feeble whispers

A careful examination by the District-At- 
torney and police shows that A. M. Soteldo bad 
ma plea, and, consequently, did not fire any, 
and that none of the chambers in Barton's 
revolver were empty, although be tried to fire 
it, Barton and 4.

An evening paper, referring to the subject, said: 
“Soteldo, in speaking of the way the Republican of 
this morning paid its respects to him, said the 
article in part was amenable to libel, and he 
thought he would proceed iu that direetion; and 
be further thought it would demonstrate the 
fact that they lauch best who laugu last.“ 


BETWEEN 9 AND 10 TONIONT, 
while Ciarence M. Barton, news editor, and 
Frank Conger, business manager, of the Nepub- 
can, were ulone in the editorial room, Soteldo 
and his younger brotber, Charies, eatered and 
took seats by the side of Barton. According to 
the statement of Conger, A. M. Soteldo, looking 
Barton full in the face, drew from his pocket a 
paper or manuscript. which be requested Bar- 
ton to read. Barton inquired: is that another 
ot your statements!“ Soteldo persisted lu his re- 
quest that Barton should read the paper, which 
was finally complied with. After concluding the 
reading Barton informed Soteido that he must 
confer with Gorham, the editor, on the subject; 
that he (Barton) could not actin the matter; and 
passed the paper back, 
AT THE SAME TIME RISING FROM THE 
CHAIR, 
whereupon Soteldo struck bim, knocking him 
against the table at which he had been sitting. 
A scuffle ensued, during which alampon the 
table was tilted toward Conger, who picked it up 
and bastily left the room. Three or four pistol- 
shots in quick succession were then heard, 
When the alarm was rst given the compositors 
upon the floor above rushed into the 
ball and found Barton ejecting the 
younger Soteldo from. the editorial room. 
Two of the force at once seized Soteldo upon 
Barton's calling out: 1 am shot!” and 
against some resistance upon his part took bim 
down to the street, wheré be was turned over 
to the police, and by them lodged in the station- 
house. Barton was found to have been shot 
twice—once in the neck, and once in the left 
breast. Neither wound, however, is thought to 
be serious. He got into a carriage and was 
driven to bis home on Capitol Hill, where 
DR. BLISS WAS SHORTLY AFTERWARD IN 
ATTENBANCE 
upon him. It was not known for several 
mmutes that the elder Soteido had been shot, 
but soon the inquiry was raised: “ Where is the 
other Soteldo? and one of the attacnés of 
the paper, entering Barton's room, found 
A. M. Sote'do uneonscions on the floor, 
with the blood slowly oozing from a buliet- 
hole in the back of hisneck. The news quickly 
spread, and in a few minutes a crowd of several 
hundred persons had assembied inand about 
the Republican office. The business office and 
the news and editorial rooms swarmed with 
newspaper reporters, friends of the respective 
parties, and many others merely curious. The 
place where the shooting occurred is a small 
room on the second story of the building about 
10x12 feet, with one window overlooking Penn- 
syivania avenue, and a single door opening di- 
revtly on the editorial rooms affording its only 
entrance and exit. 

THE FURNITURE OF THIS ROOM 
consisted of a single desk used by Barton as 
news editor, and two plain wooden chairs, be- 
sides one oceupid by Barton. Stretched at full 
length upon the floor, with his bead pillowed 
upon a file of newspapers,the unbappy victim 
of this sad tragedy lay powerless to move, and 
apparentiy unconscious of the whispered con- 
sultattons going on about him. Drs. Blair and 
Adams leaned over the dying man, and, as each 
counted the feeble beating of his pulse, they 
announced: He is sinking fast, and bis death is 
but a matter of a few hours. Blankets and mat- 
tresses were procured, and the wounded mau was 
made more comfortable. The Lieutenant of 
Police took charge, and only the doctors and a 
few intimate friends were admitted into the 
room. Shortly after 10 the wounded maa opened 
his eyes, called for water, and moaned: 

Cr If OUT. 

lcan’t move my hauds.“ Some whisky was put 
to his mouth, but be refused it and called for 
“pure water.“ which was given him. His pulse aud 
breathing became stronger, and the doctors de- 
cided to remove him to the hospital, which was 
done about II o'cleck. The physicians in the 
hospital concurred in the ovinion that be could 
live but a few hours, and might die within a few 
minutes. The bail entered the back of the neck, 
shattered the vertebre, and lodged in the 
throat. 


FRANK h. CON GER 
makes the following statement: I was in the 
room talking to Barton. A student-lamp was 
on the desk, and Barton's table was covered 
with papers. Some one said: ‘How are you?’ 
and, thinking it was some one to see Barton, I 
got up and gave him my ebair, and stepped 
into the next room! It then occurred te me the 
man might be Soteldo, and so 1 returned and 
stood in the door. A. M. Soteldo handed Barton 
a paper, or letter, and said, ‘Read this,’ 
Barton replied; “This is not my business. See 
Mr. Gorham.” Soteldo replied: 1 want you 
to read it. After Barton had looked it over, he 
said: “ Well, I have nothing to do with this; 
take it to Mr. Gorham.” Immediateiy Soteido 
pushed his hand towards his hip-pocket. Bar- 
ton, noticing the movement, started up. With- 
but a word that I can recall, 
SOTELDO SPRANG FOR HIM 
and pushed Barton against the desk. The lamp 
was knockedover, J grabbed the lamp, and set 
it on the table in an adjoining room. As I did 
so, Soteldo’s brother, who had come in with him, 
drew a revolver and placed it at Barton's head. 
When I put the lamp on the table | heard the 
first shot. 1 did not come back after 
the shooting commenced. I ran dowa - 
stairs and out on the sidewalk. There I called 
the police. As I was go down-stairs I heard 
scuffiing in the room used by Barton. Some of 
the printer's looked out of the window up-stairs. 
I calied to them to come down, as we needed all 
the assistance we could get. 1 then went back 
into the busincas-oftice, and 
BARTON AND YOUNG SOTELDO 
came rushing down-stairs. I peard no less than 
three shots, but saw none of them fired. After 
I had set the lamp down, I went to see what 
they were doing, and saw the pistol pointed at 
the back of Barton's head. When they got to 
the street, 1 got Barton on one side. The boys 
got young Soteldo. After they had him, 
he tried to break away and get at Barton. This 
happened shortly after 9 o’¢lock, probably nf- 
teen or twenty minutes after’. I sent Barton 
home.

FRAUDULENT BONDS. 


Citizens of Adrian, Mich., Greatly Ex- 
cited Over an Alleged Illegal Issue of 
Water-Works Bonds. 

Spectai Diepatch to Tae Chicaco Tribune 
ADRIAN, Mich., Feb. 9.—The city is wild with 
excitement tonight over the developments re- 
garding a trauduient issue of water bonds. 

A short history of the circumstances surround- 

ing the case are necessary in order torender the 

situation intelligible, On the 3d of October last 
the city, by an overwhelming popular majority, 
voted to issue bonds to the amount of $150,000 
for the construction of water-works. No good 
source of supply was available, and there was 
considerable prospecting undertaken. On the 
3a of November a motion was introdaced in 
the City Council to issue $75,000 of the 
ponds, but it failed to pass the Oouncil, and 
there seemed to be an end of the project for a 
time. Within a day or two inquiries dave been 
received here from capitalists inquiring as to 
the legality of Adrian 6 per cent water bonds, 
and yesterday the President of the Etna In- 
surance Company telegraphed that such bounds 
had been offered to his company by a represent- 
tative of the firm of Post, Martin & Co., New

Charles W. Stickney, a Former 
- Chicagoan, Killed His 
Wife’s Seducer,

Denver, Colo., Feb. 9.—Today was the third 
day of the great Stickney murder trial—the 
greatest event in the criminal history of Col- 
erado. C. W. Stickney, the prisoner, is au old 
resident of Chicago, having been raised there. 
About 1858 he worked for Ross & Co., dry-goods 
merchants, afterwards fora real-estate firm, 
and finally, just before the War, went to work 
for Charley Farwell, who was then County Clerk 
of Cook County. Mr. Farwell liked Stickney so 
weli that he made him a Deputy. The prisoner 
was in the Chicago Battery, and after the War 
returned to work for ©. B. Farwell, who was 
then inthe dry-goods business. He lived on 
ae near Wabash avenue,and he was noted 

or 

HIS DEVOTION TO HIS MOTHER, 

who was of unsound mind. He finally entered 
Harvard College without a cent, worked his way 
through, and graduated with bonor. Stickney 
married the woman who has been his rpin just 
after leaving Harvard College. She was poor 
and ignorant. He educated ber. He came to 
Colorado a year or two ago with $2,000, and, leav- 
ing his wife comfortably placed, went into the 
Guanison country. On his return his wife ac- 
kuowledged criminal intercourse with a real- 
estate man named M. T. Campau. Stickney 
left her and compelled Campau to pay $10,000 
for her support. Tue amount was iu real estate 
and notes. Stickney then left the city and bis 
wife, but she followed him, and, swearing that 
Campau had ravished her, he took ber back and 
went to Palatine, Ul. Campau 

STOPPED THE PAYMENT OF THE NOTES, . 
and Stickney, returning, sued him. While the 
suit was pending Stickney's wife fled with her 
child, and the husband was left penniless and 
alone, He brooded over his troubies until, mad- 
dened beyond control, he went to Campau's 
boarding- house May 8 last. and, calting bie-wife’s 
seducer out into the parlor from his dinner, shot 
him through the back as his victim fied. Stick- 
ney foliowed him through tne dining-room, fir- 
ing three more shots, one of which Killed a Mrs. 
Devereaux, who was sitting at the table 
with her busband. Campau dropped dead at 
the kitchen door, gnd Stickney, bending ever 
bim in his insase rage, snapped his empty re- 
volver a dozen times against the dead body. For 
the killing of the woman a separate indictment 
is pending against Sticaney. His defense, which 
is being conducted by 

LEONARD 8SWETT, 
will be bereditary insanity. George W. Stick- 
ney, an uncle who lived in Chicago, was an in- 
mate of the Jacksonville Asylum, and died an 
incurable in the Cook County Asylum ino 1671. 
Another uncle died in the Massachusetts asylam 
at Winchendon, another committed suicide, as 
did also a cousin last year, and there is ample 
proof to show the most pronounced hereditary 
taint. The witnessesin the expert line are Dr. 
Russell, of Massachusetts, and Dr. McFarland, 
of Jacksonville. C. B. Farwell, Miss Emma Kea- 
nicott, And others from Chieago are here, besides 
other relatives and frieuds, some of whom are 
from England. The prisoner's brother, J. I.

AN INTRICATE CASE,

Tomorrow morning the trial of Charies W. 
Stickney, who stands charged with having ur- 
dered M. T. Campau, will be commenced in the 
District Court. The case isone of the most 
criminally intricate that bas ever occurred in 
the West. The trial promises to be lengthy and 
exceedingly interesting. Very learned counsel 
will represent both sides, For the prosecution 
there will be District-Attorney D. J. Graham, 
Judge Frank Tiiford, who has been secured to 
assist him, and Mr. J. L. Jerome, who will ap- 

ar at the request of Mr. A. M. Campau, the 
ather of the deceased. Mr. Leonard Swett, of 

Chicago, who is one of the greatest criminal 
lawyersin the country. and Messrs. Patterson, 
Charies, Dillon, and Baxter will make the de- 
tense. 

Although it has been many months sinee 
Stickney committed the crime whieh now places 
him upon trial for his life, the facts of the affair 
are yet distinct in the public mind. Not one 
person who resided in Deover evening of 
that momorable 0th of April last Will forget the 
wild cry of murder which flew from moutb to 
mouth, with the vague report that somebody 
had sbot à man and woman in the supper room 
of a fashlonable up-town boarding-house. The 
confusion and excitement which prevalied in ail 
quarters of the city, and especially about the 


scene of the murder, and sbort-liyed ex- 
pression to iynoh the m , are weil 
remembered. 

THE MURDER 


was the fatal termination of a social srandal 
which had been ventilated in the District Court, 
ina civil proceeding. It was alleged 
pau bad forcibly seduced Stickney’s wife’ sume 
hime preyivus. On other and 
others who are acquainted with the air 8

Failures in St. Louls Because of the Big 
6 Drop in Wheat, 
Special Dispatch to The Cricagn ung 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Feb. 9.— The extraordinarily 
heavy drop in prices of wheat and corn in the 
past two days had strained the longs’ minds and 
bank accounts most terribly, and many were the 
countenances made haggard by anxiety that 
have been on the floor of late. The bulls have 
been carrying enormous loads for weeks, with 
values inflated by speculation entirely, and 
when the crash came it carried everything be- 
fore it. This morning's failure of Harlow, 
Spencer & Co. was the first to be an- 
nounced, and the thoughts of the specu- 
lative operators at once turned toward bouses 
that were known to be long on wheat 
and corn. Atthe afternoon board the feeling 
was extremely anxious and uneasy. The news 
received of the failure of Preston & Co., of New 
York, one of the largest grain houses in that 
market, created a sensation, as they were well 
known here, and the failure precipitated a 
further drop of two cents in wheat in that mar- 
ket. Prices continued to drop steadily under 
the persistent forcing tactics employed by the 
bears. After the doors closed it was quietly 
whispered arouod that there had deen 
several failures among local operators, they 
having been called on for margins and failed to 
respond. This news created great excitement. 
There was a scurrying to their offices by the 
principals to see whether they bad been caught 
by the parties announced as having failed, while 
the wild speculators of the pen exhausted 
themselves in howling pricesdown. So success- 
ful were they in this that March wheat fell to 
$1.27, April to $1.28, and May to 625K, while 
May corn was freely offered at 60 cents. 

THE FIRST HOUSE 

reported as having gone under was Schreiner & 
Co. A call upon this firm at their office, No. 413 
Chamber of Commerce, developed the fact that 
this report was true; at least Mr. Schreiner 
acknowledges that he was in trouble, bemg 
pretty badly tied up, and probably would have 
to settle with his creditors. Messrs. Schreiner & 
Co, failed some time ago, but settled satis- 
factory enough with their creditors to go on in 
business. They have been long for their cus- 
tomers 40,000 bushels of March wheat, and short 
on their own account that much for April and 
May. When wheat dropped yesterday 
they bought in their short wheat, ex- 
pecting a reaction today, but it did not 
come, and as they were called on for margins to 
un excessive amount, they were compelled to 
suspend. Tue loss to creditors in this market 
will not be large, but the firm will probably stop 
business, Mr. Schreiner saying they had little 
hope for an extension. 

Siayback, Smith & Co. were called on for mar- 
gins today to the amount of $21,000, which they 
were unable to put up, and consequently ru- 
mors of their failure were repeatedly circulated 
on Change. Investigation proved that the firm 
had suspended, but they will continue business 
as usual, baving made an arrangement with 
their creditors to pay up margins due up to 11:30 
a.m. today, and at prices ruling then. To pay 
up they have been aided by friends. The rapid 
decline in prices was the result of their suspen- 
sion. Mr. C. W. Slayback, the President ot this 
firm, was only the other day elected President 
of the St. Louis Merchants Exchange. 

Another failure reported is that of Harlow, 
Spencer & Co., who have 400,000 bushels of wheat 
and corn bought on which they have wdvanced 
$50,000. They will pay up dollar for dollar, and 
the suspension will be merely a temporary one. 
Tomorrow is anxiously looked forward to by 
parties interested in trade on the Merchants’ 
Exchange. There are several houses that have 
had to put up an immense amount of money 
lately on margin calls of wheat, corn, and pro- 
visions, but they have ample capital. Their cus- 
tomers are very wealthy, and so far they have 
stood up manfully. The profits arising from 
this drop in prices go to comparatively few par- 
ties. Fath & Ewald are credited with $250,000 
profit, and John Kauffman, the miller, and 
Ben Barnes are thought to have in the ne igh- 
borhood of $100,000 each. 

At the Cotton Exchange all is gloom and de- 
pression. Nearly all the members were bulls on 
the market, and backed up their opinions with 
their money, and some are now carrying large 
amounts of cotton. The loss in St. Louis on 
cotton bas been immense, but so far no failures 
are announced, though some anxiety is felt.

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 9.—The commission house 
of Harlow, Spencer & Co. suspended today. They 
were carrying a la amount of wheat for cus- 
tomers, and had p@t up some $50,000 margins for 
them, which had not been reimbursed, and the 
break of yesterday and today compelled them to 
suspend tempururily.

We might extend this comparison indefin- 
itly through the entire list of manufactures 
which are protected“ by the tariff, show- 
ing that the protection does not protect; that, 
despite the heavy duties, we import an aver- 
age of ten dollars’ worth of protected mer- 
chandise to the one dollar’s worth we sell to 
other countries. That, though the American 
people art taxed 60 per cent on all the silk 
used in the United States for the benefit of 
our silk mills, which get their silk free, they 
do not sell a yard of it abroad, and still we 
import far more than these mills produce. 
The higher the duty the less it protects, but 
the severer is the prohibition against exports.

TARIFF LEGISLATION BEFORE CONGRESS. 
There are two bills before Congress pro- 
viding for the estabiishment of commissions 
to investigate the tariff laws and report 
amendments thereto. Morrill’s bill is pend- 
ing in the Senate. It authorizes the Presi- 
dent to appoint nine Commissioners from 
tiyil life “to investigate the question of the 
tariff and internal-revenue laws.” Senator 
Williams, of Kentucky, proposes to amend 
this bill by creating, instead of a commission, 
a joint committee of Congress for the re- 


vision of the revenue laws, to consist of four’ 


Senators and five Representatives, and be ap- 
pointed by the presiding officers of the re- 
spective Houses. Kasson’s bill, which has 
been reported to the House from the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, is almost iden- 
tical with the Morrill bill, except that it 
omits all reference to the internal-reyenue 
laws and fixes definitly the manner of print- 
ing the testimony and making the final re- 
port. Randall proposes to amend it by pro- 
viding that five members of the commission 
(a majority of the whole number) shail be 
thosen from Congress—three from the House 
and two from the Senate. 

The deliberations of the Ways and Means 
Committee on the Kasson bill revealed a 
curious alliance of the extreme prohibitory 
tariff Republicans and the free-trade Demo- 
crats to defeat the provision for an investi- 
gation of the internal-revenue laws. ‘The 
ultra-tariff men, such as Kelley, Randall, 
and McKinley, were resolved to keep the in- 
ternal-revenue system within the control of 
the committee, with a view to a reduction of 
the taxes on whisky and tobacco. The free- 
trade Democrats, on the other hand, were 
opposed to any amendment of the tariff 
laws by the Republican party before the next 
Presidential election. They hope to have the 
benefit of the incongruities and iniqulties of 
the present system in the next two political 
eampaigns. The Southern Democrats also 
wish to get rid of the whisky and tobacco 
taxes. ' 

Mr. Kasson and the other moderate protec- 
tionists in the committee thought it wise, un- 
der the circumstances, to abandon the clause 
of the bill relating to the internal-revenue 
laws. They did this the more readily because 
they believed this portion of the bill was not 
vital or properly germanetoit. The internal- 
revenue laws can be trusted to take care of 
themselves, If the more-tariff men have the 
strength in both Houses of Congress to re- 
duce the taxes on whisky and tobacco they 
could exert it as well next winter as this. 
The report of a commission would not affect 
their action. They will err, if at all, not 
through ignorance but by design. It is not 
believed at present, however, that they can 
control a majority of either House on this 


proposition, and certainly not a majority of 


both. 

The sincerity of Mr. Kasson-and other 
members of the Ways and Means Committee 
who are acting with himin this matter can- 
not be doubted. They are firmly convinced 
that a commission of nine experts appointed 
by the President can, before the first Mon- 
day in December, when a report is required 
to be made, digest and frame a harmonious 
and just tariff system. They have slightly 
improved upon the origina! Morrill bill by 
providing that the commission shall cause 
the testimony taken to be printed from time 
to time and distributed to members of Con- 
gress. Their expectation is that the com- 
mission will arrange this testimony by sub- 
jects, and have each topic (such as the tariff 
en wools, on iron, on wood-pulp, ete.) sep- 
arately presented to members in advance of 
the report of the commission itself. The sup- 
porters of this bill are further of the opinion 
that if the work of the commission is prop- 
erly performed it may be favorably acted 
upon, even at the short session. While it 
may seem difficult to justify these sanguine 
expectations, those who entertain them say 
it is apparent that no other legisla- 
tion looking to the amendment of the 
tariff system can be adopted at thie present 
session, and no harin can possibly result from 
having the subject inquired into by a compe- 
tent commission. The Williams and Randall 
plans to turn over the tariff question to a com- 
mission composed in whole or in part of 
members of Oongress would tend to post- 
pone action indefinitly. Members of Congress 
could not, on the average, give an hour a day 
to the work properly before such a-commis- 
sion until after the adjournment, which may 
not take place until midsummer. Moreover, 
there could be no general public confidence 
in the impartiality or wisdom of the members 
of the commission likely to be appointed by 
the present Speaker of the House.

GLADSTONE’S WEW PARLIAMENTARY 


RULES. 

On Monday next Mr. Gladstone will intro- 
duce in the House ot Commons the new rules 
of procedure by which he hopes not only to 
bring about Parliamentary reforms in the 
dispatch of legislation, but to choke off ob- 
structionists by means of the closure, a par- 
liamentary form like our previous question. 
Before drafting the bill, the substance of 
which was printed in our last issue, the rep- 
resentatives of the British Government at 
Paris, Berlin, Rome, Vienna, Madrid, Lis- 
bon, Berne, Brussels, Stockholm, Copenha- 
gen, The Hague, and United States of Amer- 
ica were called upon by Lord Granville to 
supply the Government with exact informa- 
tion as to the working of what the French 
call the cloture (closure) in the varios Gov- 
ernments to which they were accredited. 
From the various reports made it would ap- 
pear the British Parliament is the only one 
in the world which has no direct, effective 
way of shutting off superfluous obstractive 
debate except Sweden and Norway. 

The substance of these reports is Interest- 
ing especially in comparison with the mode 
which will be reported by Mr. Gladstone. 
In Austria, the President of the Chamber can 
put a motion to close debate at any time, and 
a simple majority carries it. In Belgium, 
five members can demand the closure, the 
motion can be discussed, and is decided by 
the House. In Denmark it is within the 
power of the Speaker or of fifteen members 
to move to close debate. In France, before 
pronouncing the “ clOture,” the Speaker con- 
sults the House, and but one person can 
speak against the motion. In Germany the 
closure is frequently used, and the President 
of the House may postpone the sitting fora 
definit period or close it altogether. In case 
of a very noisy disturbance he can postpone 
the sitting for an hour by simply putting on 
his hat. In Italy, the Netherlands, Portugal, 
and Spain it is within the power of the 
Speaker to close debate at any time by ob- 
taining the decision of the House, The 
operation of the previous question in our own 
country need not be explained. The only 
countries in Europe where it is difficult to 
close debate are Sweden and Norway. In 
America a majority of a legislative body can 
order the previous question and stop further 
talk—except in the United States Senate, 
where it can only be closed by running out 
of wind and words. 

Having these various systems before him, 
Gladstone has at jast devised a plan by which 
he hopes to check the torrent of obstructive 
talk and advance the real legislative work of 
the British nation. The first of thenewrules 
of procedure invests the Speaker with au- 
thority to move that the question before the 
House be now put.“ The motion cannot 
be debated, but, as is somewhat obscurely 
stated in the dispatches, must be supported 
by more than 200 or opposed by less than for- 
ty members for its adoption. From the ex- 
planation subsequently made by the London 
Times it appears that any majority, 1 r it is 
only necessary to have forty members in at- 
tendance to transact business, is sufficient 
to pass the motion provided the opposl- 
tion is less than forty. This is the main 
weapon which itis proposed to use against 
the obstructionists, but there is also a whole 
armory of leaser weapons to reinforce the 
principal one. The right of members to make 
dilatory motions is restricted. No member 
can speak more than once on the same mo- 
tion, and no member can make two motions 
on the same question. Another rule limits 
the number of oecasions upon which the prin- 
cipie of a bill may be discussed to the intro- 
duction and the second and third readings. 
There are also other rules giving the Speaker 
authority to suspend refractory members and 
cutting off debate or amendment on the ques- 
tion of voting the Speaker out of the chair 
when the Government has put down supply 
Another ap- 
proach has been made to our form of legis- 
lation in the proposition to appoint standing 
committees of law, trade, shipping, and man- 
ufactures to which bills can be referred at 
once, so that several measures can be carried 
along at once, though these committees do 
not report to the Committee of the Whole, 
but directly to the House, where they can 
be discussed and amended, The principal 
criticism of this reform would be the large 
and unwieldly composition of the commit- 
tees, 

This reform, however, is not so important 
as those which have been devised for cutting 
off debate. The general fdea of their pres- 
entation to the House undoubtedly is to 
make it possible to mature legisiation more 
speedily. Last year eight months were con- 
sumed in discussion, and but a single bill 
was carried. But the main ideaof Mr, Glad- 
stone in introducing the new rules is to 
check the Irish obstructionists, who have 
been threatening all kinds of their peculiar 
diversions in the serious business which the 
Government has on hand relative to Irish 
matters, for though the Land bill has passed 
it is by no means certain that additional 
legislation may not be demanded before that 
island settles down into anything like order 
so that the provisions of the Land bill can 
work smoothly. 

Mr. Gladstone has devised his bill to re- 
move obstructions, but how is he to remove 
the obstructions which will be piled up in 
the way of passing his bill? How is he going 


to press his previous question bill? How 1s 


he going to establish his “clOture” without 
any previous question to establish it with ? 
He appears to be as badly off as the man who 
sought to pull himself up by the straps of 
his boots. In their opposition to the rules of 
procedure the obstruction Irish mémbers, 
numbering about forty, will not be alone, for 
the Tories, it is announced, will oppose it 
also. With these allies, and with their inge- 
nuity and endurance in piling up obstruc- 
tions, they may exhaust this session and many 
more before Mr. Gladstone can get his ei- 
ture through, His bill is desirable enough, 
but how will he carry it without a previous 
question to carry it with? It is all very well 
for Mr. Gladstone to present a plan for shut- 
ting an Irishman's mouth, but when the 
frishman gets to talking how is he going to 
keep his mouth still long enough to shut it » 


It is evident that the Seaton plan of ap- 
portionment was adopted by the House Com- 
mittee on the Census at Washington without 
proper consideration of its merits. Mr. Me- 
Cold, of Iowa, the author of the “320” bill 
reported back from the committee, made a 
gallant defense of it yesterday in a set 
speech, but his effort was overborne by the 
argument of Mr. Cox, who followed him. 
Mr. Cox is the highest autnority on this sub- 
ject in Congress. He had himself proposed 
an amendment to McCoid’s bill fixing the 
membership of the House at 307 members, 
but retaining the Seaton plan of making the 
apportionment. Mr. Cox contessed yesterday 
that he had accepted this plan without a per- 
sonal examination of its merits, on the au- 
thority of the Superintendent of the Census. 
A careful study of it had convinced him that 
it was based on an erroneous principle and 
would work a great injustiee to the smaller 
States without benefiting the 
a proportionate degree.

“319” bill, whieh passed the House at the 
last session, at the head of that committee, 
the apportionment on that basis would have 
been completed by this time, so far as the 
House is concerned.

“319” or “322” bill for MeCoid’s measure, 
the House would act promptly and decisive- 
ly by a vote. We hope that some such solu- 
tion of the problem may commend itself to 
the judgment of Mr. Sherwin and his col- 


leagues.

THE STALWART ATTACKS ON BLAINE. 

There are signs that the so-called Stal warts 
are beginning to perceive their mistake in 
not merely renouncing but algo attacking 
the foreign policy which was outlined by 
tate De- 
partment. They evidently pr uvon 
the theory that Mr. Blaine, out of office, 
would relapse into the same obscurity and 
apparent neutrality which have followed 
Mr. Conkling in his retirement. They ig- 
nored the important difference in the condl- 
tions under which Conkling resigned from 
the Senate and those which attended Mr. 
Blaine’s resignation from the Cabinet. Mr.“ 
Conkling retired a defeated man: Mr. 
Blalne stepped ont in the fall flush 
of success. Mr, Conkling was a disap- 
pointed politician; Mr. Biaine is a bold 
and hopeful statesman, Politically, Conk- 
ling lives only in the malice he cherishes, 
and sulks in his tent. Mr. Blaine is confi- 
den! in the admiration and friendship of 
great masses of the people, and is quick and 
effective in defending the policy which has 
been reversed and condemned by the present 
Administration. If it was supposed that Mr. 
Blaine could be attacked with impunity be- 
cause he was no longer in public life, the 
error of that assumption was speedily ex- 
posed. His defense of his course while See- 
retary of State has caught the public ear 
and found a response in public sympathy to 
a degree which the Acting President of the 
United States and his new Secretary of State, 
with all their official prestige, have not been 
able to achieve. The rebound has been so 
decided that the Administration has taken 
pains within the past few days to give out 
that there was no purpose to overturn Mr. 
Blaine’s policy, but only to modify it in cer- 
tain respects, This is the first attempt to 
temper the popular enthusiasm which the 
publicity given to Mr. Blaine’s aims has ex- 
cited in his favor. 

The great majority of the American a 
ple, without regard te party, are always 
ready to welcome a bold assertion of the 
principle of non-interference by European 
Powers in the affairs of the American Con- 
tinent. The doctrine is in the nature of 
“home rule,” which is the strongest possi- 
ble appeal to patriotism, This was the basis 
of every part of Mr. Blaine’s foreign policy. 
It was the ruling sentiment of his protest 
against any association of the European 
Powers to guarantee the neuirality of an 
isthmus canal, The United States Govern- 
ment is prepared to do that, he said, and 
will not tolerate the intermeddling of En- 
gland or any Other toreign Power. Llome 
rule’? ws atthe bottom of the suggestion 
that the Clayton-Bulwer treaty ought to be, 
and sooner or later must be, revised. It 
was the traditional doctrine that the United 
States must always exercise a predominating 
influence over the affairs of the American 
Continent which prompted him to urge upon 
Chili the good offices of our Government in 
bringing the hostilities between Chili and 
Peru to an end., and to supplement that in- 
tercession with the proposition for a Peace 
Congress of the American Republics. There 
has been no popular condemnation of any of 
these steps, and in attacking Mr. Biaine’s 
foreign policy as a means to attacking Mr. 
Blaine himself the so-called Stalwarts have 
attacked the only foreign policy the United 
States Goverment has ever had, and one 
which has none the less the respect of the 
American people because it has been dor- 
mant ever since the War of the Rebellion was 
begun. 

The people as a whole have not Informed 
themselves in detail of the acts of Mr. Blaine 
while Secretary of State; but they under- 
stand that the present Administration is dis- 
posed, whether for the purpose of injuring 
Mr. Blaine or because of a timorous dread 
of offending England, to recede from a prac- 
tical assertion of the Monroe doctrine, In 
such an Issue Blaine is sure ta have popular 
approval and support, which will be the 
warmer because the individual steps he 
took were with the sanction, if not at the 
suggestion, of the late President Garfield. 
Nor will the present Administration be able 
to weaken the strength of Mr. Biaine’s posi- 
tion by a partial recantation of its proposed 
reversal of his policy. President Arthur 
now appears first to have approved Blaine’s 
instructions to Special-Envoy Trescott, then 
to have indorsed Secretary Frelinghuysen’s 
departure from the Blaine policy, and final- 
ly to have modified the Frelinghuysen 
purpose of abandoning the Monroe doctrine 
in practice if not in theory. All this de- 
notes a vacillating tendency which is not 
calculated to command confidence or win 
respect; and the actual result of the fire in 
the rear opened upon Mr. Blaine shortly 
after his retirement from the State Depart- 
ment has been to strengthen his hold upon 
the people toa degree which, while out of 
place and power, he would not have been 
able to accomplish of his own motion.

Our so-called “ protective tariff” operates 
as an export tax on American manufactures. 
It operates in two directions; first, it pro- 
hibits to some extent the importation of 
eompeting goods, and secondly, it prohibits 
the exportation of protected domestic manu- 
factures. These results are the reasonable 
effects of a protective tariff. The United 
States ought to be the great manufacturing 
vation of the world. We have all the raw 
material, all the fuel, and ail the labor 
needed, and we have what no other nation 
has—the most essential of all—an abundance 
of cheap food. In some lines of goods we have 
peculiat advantages. This country is the home 
pt the cotton plant. We export twenty times 
as much cotton as we consume at home. ‘We 


supply other lands with the raw material for 
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ment are for the present a part of his Admin- 
istrauon. At the same time he confessed a 
consciousness that the police force of Chica- 
go is altogettier inadequate in its proportions 
to the proper protection of lite and * 
in this great metropolis. In his unwilling- 
ness to face the music and recommend an in- 
crease In saloon licenses for the purpose 
of supporting the much-needed additional 
policemen, he suggested two or three devices 
which might make the short police force go 
further. One of these was to increase the 
efficiency of the telephone system, and 
another to have horses 
cers to mount when they ted to look 
over their districts. But the most astound- 
ing suggestion was to the effect that the effi- 
ciency of the present wholly inadequate 
force may be increased by withdrawing all 
police protection from the railroad depots, 
the theatres, mass-meetings, processions, and 


other public places and demonstrations. It 


is a wonder the Mayor did not include the 
bridges and crowded street-crossings in the 
list of unprotected places; he might have 
done so with equal propriety and judgment. 

The Mayor’s idea seems to be that corpora- 

tions and individuals engaged in any busi- 
ness which attracts crowds should employ 
private policemen for the protection of public 
assemblages. Mr. Harrison appears to be en- 
tirely indifferent to the fact that the 
railroads and theatres pay taxes; that 
public meetings and crowds about de- 
pots and theatres are composed in 
the main of taxpayers and strangers, and 
that all these people are entitled to their 
share of protection. He also ignores the fact 
that railroads and others engaged in public 
business usually employ private policenien 
for their own use, but that the publicin as- 
sembled masses must always look to the 
City Government for protection. The 
Mayor knows that, considering the popula- 
tion and territory of the city, and the baleful 
influence of thousands of rum-holes on the 
mixed and miscellaneous masses who guzzle 
whisky, and undef its influence and effects 
create disorder and commit crime, our police 
force is not only proportionately smaller than 
that of any other large city, but wofully inad- 
equate to the demands of public safety; and 
even unable to take care of itself. 
The remedy for this state of things is 
not to be found by any transfer 
or redistribution of the police. It can only 
be provided by an mereage in ifs strength. 
It must have more men. The limit of gen- 
eral taxation is exhausted in providing the 
present force und meeting all the other ex- 
penditures of the City Government. But 
there is one available means whereby the 
police force may be increased to the proper 
dimensions. It is to increase the license 
fees for the saloons, which, in view of the 
present absurdly low rate, is eminently rea- 
sonable and proper. 

The fitness of such an expedient is obvious, | 
and Mayor Harrison, as an intelligent elti- 
zen, cannot affect to be ignorant of it. 
Nevertheless, he refuses doggedly to recom- 
mend the necessary change, though it 
would receive the approval of the great 
bulk of the taxpayers, including even 
most of the men who drink liquor. It is only 
the deadbeats, loafers, and riff-raff of the 
community, including the low dives which 
ought to be suppressed by a heavy license or 
otherwise, which would disapprove of an 
increased fee on the saloon business for the 
object in view. In this instance Harrison’s 
demagogism has played him a bad turn. It 
has warped his judgment. He could not 
have made a more popular recommendation 
than that of increasing saloon licenses suf- 
ficient'y to add 200 or 250 policemen to the 
present force. Any resentment which such 
a suggestion might excite among the loafer 
and criminal element would be counteracted 
many times over by the popular approval it 
would command, Mr. Harrison is really in- 
juring instead of promoting his own polit- 
ical interests by his cowardly refusal to urge 
this one means for enlarging police protec- 
tion to adequate proportions.

i Feb. 9.—Berthold Auerbach, the 
ee German novelist, died at Cannes, 
France, yesterday. Fle was born of Jewish 
parents, at Nordsteten, in the Black Forest 
of Wirtemberg, Feb. . 1812. He com- 
méneed his studies in Jewish theology at 
Hechingen and Carlsruhe, and completed his 
gourse at the Gymnasium at Stuttgardt in 
1882. From this period until 189 he studied 
at n, Munich, and Heidelberg, but 
soon abandoned Jewish theology, and de- 
voted himself to philosophy, history, and 
literature. His first work, “The Jewish 
Nation and lis Recent Literature,“ was pub- 
lished at Stuttgardt in 1836, His Poet and 
| int’? appeared in 1887, and Spinoza” 
in ; and his attachment to the doctrines 
of that philosopher induced him to publish a 
biography of him in 1841, accompanied by a 
tramsiation of his complete works. The 
of Auerbach rose still higher 
when he began to treat of matters of more 
general interest; and his Edueated Citi- 
zens: a Book for the Thinking Middle 

Classes,“ published in 1842, and

HEAVY SPECULATORS IN COTTON, 

wheat, and lard, From merchants who have 


had business transactions with the embar- 


rassed firm, and who claim to know some- 
thing of the difliculties which have beset 
them, it was learned that Preston & Co. were 
up to this morning “long” about 9,000 bales 
of cotton, of which 88.000 bales were 
in the American market and 10,000 
in Liverpool. On Wednesday the cotton 
market declined about fifteen points, and 
yesterday there was a further decline of 
twenty-five points. The shrinkage in cotton 
is over half a cent per pound since last Sat- 
urday night, and more than one cent since 
Jan, 1. itis estimated, therefore, that on 
the 95,000.bales, if the firm was actually long

SPECULATING IN WHEAT AND LARD 
at the Produce Exchange, and it is said that 
within a week they were long of 200,000 
bushels of wheat, a large part of which was 
in Chicago. This, however, it is asserted, 
was sold since that time and prior to the an- 
nouncement of this suspension.

Mr. De Luc. Mr. Preston brought into the 
firm a capital of $100,000. About twelve 
years ago he became a member of the Prod- 
uce Exchange, and the firm took up a gen- 
eral commission business.

STILLMAN, 
A SKETOH OF HIS LIFE. 
Svecial Diepates, o The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, Feb. 9.—W. J. Stillman, re- 
ported by cable tonight as having been mur- 
dered in Albania, was an artist, a writer on 
art topics, and a newspaper correspondent, 
and had lived abroad for many years. He was 
many years ago the United States Consul in 
Creta, and in 1873 he was a correspondent at 
the Vienna Exhibition. He was also, at 
various other times, a correspondent of the 
New York Tribune, was a frequent con- 
tributor to the Nation, and was repeatedly a 
correspondent of the London Times. Mr. 
Stillman was an earnest friend of the Greek 
cause. During the Sardinian war, in 1859, he 
went to Italy to raise volunteers against 
Austria, but before he could accomplish 
much the war came to an end. 

ONE OF his MOST RECENT ARTICLES 
was an interesting account in the Century 
Magazine for last December of the diseov- 
ery and origin of the Venus of Milo. Mr. 
Stiilman was married twice. His first wife, 
who committed suicide, was the daughter 
of Mr. Mack, a well-known public 
educator, and the Principal of a private 
school at Belmont, near Boston.

The Chase and (apture of a Whale at 
Monterey, Cal.-A Newspaper Mans 
Lively Experience. . 
San Francisco Chronicle. 

Whales! Monterey is redolent of whales. Its 
streets are strewn with fragments of bone: on 
the beavh huge portions of skeletons of the 
gigantic mammals are washed by ghe ceaseless 
waves, and larger or smaller sections can be 
found for miles around, 

The destroyers of the gigantic fish whose 
bones so decorate the quaint old town and its 
vicinty are twenty-six in number, three of 
whom are bired boat-S8tcerers, while the re- 
maining twenty-three Compose the “ Monte- 
rey Whaling Company.” A whitewashed 
two-story adobe in the northern quarter of 
the town comprises the business office, store- 
room, siceping and eating apartments of the 
company, the members of which, with one or 
two exceptions, are weather-beaten Portuguese 
sallors who have whaled “ and sailed in every 
quartcr of the globe. A quarter of a mile farther 
toward the mouth of the bay is a hill on 
which is erected a mast, rigged with hal- 
yards and a large section of san cloth, 
which is hoisted as a sigus whenever a Whale 
is sighted by a lookout Constantly kept on 
watch. It was a cold day in December when a 
Chronicle correspondent wearily climbed this bill 
in search of Capt. Mariano, the leader of the 
company, who was discovered bracing his broad 
back agninst the mast while he seanned the 
dancing waters of the bay With a powerful ma- 
rine glass. riot salutations were exchanged, 
aud then the newspaper man announced his de- 
sire to become a fisher of whales, and asked for 
permission to accompany the Captain on his 
next butchering expedition,

* in number, and are the double- pointed craft 
usea by whalers all over the worid. Their 
equipments consist of a leg-ot-mutton 
sail fer cruising, five eighteen-foot oars, 
% fathoms of ine smoothly coiled in a 
tub in the bow, and two guns. The largest 
greatiy resembles a young cannon, and 18 
mouuted on »v swivel in the bow, the piece being 
usedfor the purpose of tiring the harpoon into 
the whale. a method found much more ettective 
than the oid style manner of hurling it by hand. 
The breech is baile after the model of 
a shotgun, to admit of a steaey aim, 
and the dischurging is done by means of a 
lock and trigger. The missile is a steel bar 
nearly four feet in length, and completely fills 
the two-and-one-half-inch bore of the barrel. 
On the end are two barbs which shut into the 
shaft when in tho gun, but open out in the shape 
of an auchor's flukes after entering the body ot 
the whale, thus guaranteeing a tirm hold 
on the flesh of the recipient. The other 
gun bas the uppearance of an or- 
dinary shotgun, hn the exception that the 
barrel is thicker and possesses an inchanda 
half bore. This instrument is charged with an 
explosive bomb some cigbt®en inches in length, 
and winged with rubber in the manner that au 
arrow is tipped with feathers. A short fuse is 
ignited at the time of discharge, and, communi- 
cating with the powder within, after the bomb 
bas found a resting place in its blubbery target, 
it explodes with deadly effect, scidom failing to 
kill at the first shot. 

The journalist bad investigated all the above 
apparatus, and was seated in the stern sheets of 
one of the boats, impatiently waiting for the ar- 
rival of Capt. Mariano and the crew, when a 
shout from the hill and the sight of the 
canvas signal accelerated tne slow foot- 
steps of the men, who broke for the boat- 
landmg on a dead run. Capt. Mariano only 
paused a moment to get the bearings of his 
game, which had been decried while spouting 
some six miles out, in the direction of Santa 
Crug, and entering the boat gave orders to make 
sail.

weighing a ton or two. ‘The mother swam easily 
about, all unconscious of impending danger, oc- 
casionally going beneath the surface aud again 
raising her buge bend higb above the surface, 
only to fall with a crash that threw 
the water many feet into the air. When 
witbin 200 yardsof the game the sails were 
lowered and the oars brought into use. 
The boats separated, Capt. Mariano’s taking the 
right, another the left, and the third standing 
off in reserve. Quietly pulling to within twenty 
or thirty fathoms of the sportive mammal, the 
men rested on their oars, awaiting a favorabie 
opportunity for the Captain, who kneit in the 
bow, bis keen eye trained ove 
the sights of the swivel-gun. The 
men ‘bent over their oars, ready to 
pull at the slightest hostile movement on the 
part of the enemy; the belnsman grasped his 
steering-oar a tritle tignter and never allowed 
his glance to wander a second from the rolling 
black mass ahead: the reporter held his breath, 
and also the gunwale of the boat. The tension 
was kept up tor a minute that seemed an hour, 
when suddenly the bent form in the 
boat hud a fair mark presented and 
pressed the trigger. A sharp report fol- 
lowed, and tne boat quivered under the 
shock for a full half-minute. Followimg the 
sound the harpovn could be seen cleaving the 
twenty futhoms of space between the boat 
and the whale, in which it was buried out of 
sight just below the right fore fin. Following

THREE DEAD MEN 


Found in Illiaocik—Why They BDi«ap- 
peared, aud How They Probably Met 


Their Fatc. 

Pisvatch to Cincinnatt Enquirer. 

LAWRENCEVILLE, III., Feb. &—The three dead 
men found seven miles above this place yester- 
day have been recognized. Their names are 
Thomas and James MeClure and «Lawrence 
Clarke. Coroner Leach and a posse of citizens 
reached the spot designated about 9 o'ciock last 
night, and found the bodies all stiff in death. 
The facts go to show that they have been dead 
about three weeks, lying 100 yards inland on a 
little knoll, where, wet, cold, and hungry, they 
had probably perished by exposure. They 
were last seen at the funeral of James 
Price, in the lower edge of Crawford 
County, where they reside, all more 
or less under the influence ot whisky, and, it is 
remembered, they indulged in some disgraceful 
conduct —cursing, conversing, ete., which was 
wound up by one of them being pushed in the 
open grave made for old man Price. The friends 
compiained more or less at this lawless stute of 
affairs, and strong talk of arrestimg and fining 
them was induiged in. 

The young men, becoming acquainted with 
the feeling entertamed by their neighbors in ro- 
gard to the matter, prepared to leave the coun- 
try, and, repairing to the barks of the Embur- 
ras Kiver, where an old, ditpidated boat was 
tied up, stole it and lauacbed it in the swoli- 
len stream at nightfall, bound for Cairo. 
From the place of launching the boat to 
where the bodies were found it is about four- 
teen miles, and it is supposed the trip was 
made that far without misbap. Near where 
they were found, it is supposed tne boat 
struck aneddy and capsized them, and, being 
near a large drift in the river. they swam asbore, 
and made their way tothe littie knoll a hun- 
dred yards inland, One man living three-quar- 
ters Of a mile from where they were found now 
remembers of hearing halloging in that direc- 
tion three weeks ago last Sunday. 

it is plain to be seen that, surrounded by 
water as they were, and not knowing in which 
direction to go, they were in bopes of some one 
coming to their rescue, until, benumbed by cold. 
they floaliy perished without an effort at getting 
out of their terrible position. Marks and tracks 
are plainly visible where they had run around 
the trees near by in their effort to keep warmth 
in their bodies. An inquest was heid, and the 
bodies conveyed to their friends in Crawtord 
County. They all have the name of being hard 
characters. 


LIFE-IMPRISONMENT. 


Commutation of the Sentence ofa Wife- 
Murderer Whose Crime Was Commit- 
ted Under Peculiar Provocation. 

Dispatch to Glohe- Democrat. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oal., Feb. 8.—The Portuguese, 
De Siivera, who was to be executed at Bakers- 
field on the 17th inst., has been saved from the 
gallows by the commutation of his sentence to 
imprisonment for life. The condemned man 
killed bis wife under circumstances of great 
provocation. He had lived with her in Bodie, 
working there industriously in the mines, whea 
aman named Williams came between them and 
induced the wife to leave her husband. She 
went to Bakersfield and lived therein tho family 
of her brother, Joseph Diaz. Williams was also 
there, and paid her constant atten non. The 
busband followed after his wife and sought by 
every means in bis power to induce her to re- 
turn and live with him. This she declined to do, 
although allowing him to visit ber at his pieas- 
ure. Being taken sick and delivered of a child, 
one Sunday evening, sue sent her husband 
word to come and sec her baby. He 
went, but when ho asked to see the baby she 
sneerinaly said, “ Your baby is. tais,“ at the 
sare time putting her fingers up by tho side ot 
her head, imitating Louis, or intimating, as un- 
derstvod by the Portuguese, that the husband 
was a cuckold and the baby was not his. After 
a few further remarks the now infuriated hus- 
band pulled out his pistol and spot her while she 
was still tantalizing him with ber fingers at ber 
head. The jury found him guilty of murder in 
the first degree. and the Judge sentenced him to 
be hupged. The interference of the Governor 
in the case is based upon a number of good and 
substantial rensons; all veg” oMicers signed 
the petition for commutation. The Government 
of Portugal made application to the United 
States to mitigate the sentence, and our Sccre- 
taries of State. both Blaine and Frelinghuvsen, 
added the weicht of their request that cicmency 
might be exercised in the premises if at ali com- 
patibic with justice.

Something About Names. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
CaIcaGo, Feb. 8.—The gallaot way in which 
Tun Tinos has led the advance io the great 
spellmg- reform movement is worthy’ of all 
praise, and will most assuredly entitle it to the 
gratitude of the coming generations.

Kansas is to this day piagued and annoyed by

OF 
the more than 300 editors of Kansas probably 
nota dozen ever write this name without an 
anxious feeling that they may spell it wrong, 
and with all their care and anxiety many ot 
them—and those often men of ripe scholarship— 
do get it wrong in some oue of several ways. If 
the Legisiature of Kansas sbould,ia mercy to 
these useful workers, enact that the name 
should be ofticialiy written and printed as it is 
pronounced—Marray de n—then “‘twere 
done when ‘twere done, and twere well twere 
done quickly.“ as Macbeth bas it. 

Colorado bas another of these French-named 
streams, called by the Spanish explorers ** El Rio 
del Purgatorio de las Animas ’’—literaily the 
river of the purgatory of souls, from the fact that 
it flowed throut an extremely rough, barrou. and 
broken country. The early French hunters and 
trappers—courrtere des boia—simply translated 
the Spanish name, or part of it, into thelr own 
language, and called it, properly enough, “ Pue- 
gatoire,” and when the Yunkee”"’ or Western 
hunter asked the name the Frenchman gave it 
with the French-Canadian pronunciation, 
* Poor-gat-wire "’—nearly. No English-speak- 
ing plainsman or hunter could twist bis tongue 
to euch a nume, and so he ot as near it as he 
well could, and called it the Picketwire.“ and 
so itis called to this day. except that near its 
mouth it is culled by the last balf of its Spanish 
name—Las Animas. N 

„ Saguache’’ is another name born or made to 
puzzie and confound the cowers and goers of 
successive generations. It is the name of one 
of the best counties in the Centennial State—with 
a territory of 3.000 square miles in extent. equal 
to that of Ruode Island and Delaware combined 
—and is also the name of the county-seat of the 
same county. Now, no man could guess its cor- 
rect pronunciation any more than he could that 
of “Enrougbty.” but each must spell it

They 
have @ smart town in Colorado, growing famous 
in thy ast few months for its immense beds of 
hard coal, claimed to be nearly or quite equal 
to the anthracite of Pennsylvania, and they 
have named their young city from one of these 
hills of peculiar form, “Crested Butte.” In 
Montana is a mining camp called Bear Butte,” 
and a town which will soon be the terminus of 
the Northern Paeific Railroad on the one side, 
and the Utah Braneh of the Union Pacific on 
the other, and this is called Butte Ct.“ The 
“wisdom of the fathers’’ dictates that in all 
these cases the word Butte shall be spelled 
with two “¢"'s though thereby it is made a bore 
and a stumbling biock to every Enuglish-speak- 
ing tongue, while if only a singie “t” 
were used it would be ronounced by 
every Englishman and merican very 
nearly correct—* Bork.“ Aud again im 
Northern Idaho there is a large and beautiful 
lake on the route of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road which, being shaped somewhat like a lady's 
ear-pendan’, was named by the early French 
explorers “Lac Pend dOVreille,” as if to say 
Lake Ear-Knob.“ This lake, with the river 
of the same name tiowing from it, will soon be- 
come of daily use among us from the comple- 
tion of the great Northern Pacific Railway to it, 
and past it, and any person must see at a glance 
what 2 vexation it is bound to be to the souls of 
ninety-nine out of every bundred persons other 
than Frenchmen who are called to speak or 
To the Frenchman it is familiar to eye 
and car as a household word.

The simple fact is that no exist ing fire-escape 
or system of ladders will reach the tops of the 
high modern buildings. There are scores of 
such structures in Chicago that our own depart- 
ment could not place a man upon under the 
most favorable circumstances, and the newer 
buildings seem tostrive to outtop their prede- 
cessors. 2 

It would appear only fair that the appliances 
for rescuing people from these towering struct- 
ures should at least keep pace with the soaring 
aspirations of arehitects, and I would like to 
contribute my mite to that desirable end. 

It may be taken for granted that ladders and 
escapes, such as are now used, have reacbed the

The person in jeopa draws up by this 
cord a pulley provided with a hook, which he 
simply attaches to the window-sill. Through 
this pulley runs a stout, light rope, whose ends 
remain in the hands of tiremen beiow. The 
attach to it the heavier life-saving rope, whic 
they hoist to the en persun who fastens 
the hook in the window-sill. 

In the meantime firemen have carried the 
other end of the rope into the building on the 
opposit side of the street to a window one or 
more stories lower thay the objective one of the 
burning building. They place a bar, to which is 
attached a pulley, across this window from the 
inside; then pass the life rope through this 
arose and down to the wagon below, when it is 
attached to the reel, and, when ail ie ready, 
drawn perfectly tight, forming a slightly in- 
clined, almost rigid means of communication 
from one side of the street to the other. 

Over this a canvas car can be readily propelled 
in so simpic a manner that a specific description 
is unnecessary, and ‘the endangered persons 
rescued without the slightest hazard or diffi- 
culty. even if they are infirm, aged, or bed- 
ridden. 

The advantages of this system are portability 
and adaptation to all hights. It makes the least 
possibic demand upon the intelligence and pres- 
ence of mind of the person in danger, who can 
be directed by word of mouth and gesture 
what to do. And as it became generally 
known that escape was certain there would be 
less occasion for that extreme terror now at- 
tendant upon a situation which, not without 
reason, is felt to be one of mortal danger. 

It would be quite practicable to construct an 
elevating apparatus, to be operated from the 
ground, for fixing the life-line book without as- 
sistance. The weigut to be raised is so insig- 
nificant that the elevating contrivance might be 
made very light, portable, and easy of mauipu- 
lation. 

Where the gurning build! is adjoined by 
other buildings the hook could be raised by at- 
taching it at the middie of a long line, whose ends 
being carried to the roofson either hand and 
the line drawn up would tender the book at any 
desired window of the middie building. 

The convenience of this life-line and pulley in 
raising heavy lines of hose is self-evident. L. 

Free-Trade vs. Protection, 
To the Et’ The Chicago Tribune. 

West Dupern, Wis., Feb. 8.—It is a little 
amusing the cheek displayed by such papers as 
the one that “parts its hair in the middie,” of 
Chicago, when they claim that the advocates of 
freedom of trade in the United States are 
limited to the renegades, as they cali David 
A. Wells and Mr. Medill of Tag Tripune, and 
then blow away like an enraged bull ict loose 
about the insicnificaat minority of those who 
advocate free-trade in this country. If they 
would reverse their premises and apply all they 
say to protection there would be some con- 
sistency in their reasoning. But to talk about 
the free-trade interest being in the minority 
in this country in view of our immense 
agricuitural interests, is simply con- 
fessing to an ignorance that is in- 
excusable in the eonductorse and writers 
ot a public journal. Should England, as she 
wili(when she is prepared to supply berself 
with provisious from provinces open free to her 
commerce, enact laws discriminating against 
American products, we may then begin to reai- 
ize the injury that so-called protection is capa- 
ble of inflicting upon us. It js strange that men 
are so blind to the fact that a policy of free 
trade in this country would bave the effect to 
bring to our shores the labor, skill, and capital 
of overcrowded Eagiand. With our ports open 
to the worid, so as to invite the commerce of 
all nations, our country, with its cheap and 
abundant means of subsistence, offers attrac- 
tive inducements to them. Her manufacturers. 
under the lead of Cobden and Bright, sought to 
make Bogiand the industrial centre of all the 
nations of the earth. They failed to realize their 
dreams only because Awerica, with vast resource 
of cheap subsistence, is enabled to dispute her 
supremacy in this respect, which we may suc- 
cessfully do provided we will remove the barri- 
ers interposed by so-called protection, as En- 
gland did in abolishing the corn laws. Cobden's 
dream of Eugland's greatness and glory in a 
commercial point of view would be realized had 
she the resource of subsistence for her labor 
that we have inthis country. In ber competi- 
tion with the United States she bas reacheda 
point where she must abandon the hignbway of 
national supremacy—free trade—and adopt - 
narrow policy of protection in self-defense. No 
country in the worid is 80 able to compete for 
and attain to the commerciai position sought for 
England by Cobden as is the United States, but 
the broad highway of free trade is the only road 
to that goal. Remove every barrier that inter- 
poses itself to limit our trading with the 
world, and it will not be long before 
the manufacturers of England. with ‘their 
capital, skill, and labor, will be compelled to 
seek our shores in order that they may avail 
themselves of the cheap subsistence that our 
country affords, and that they now purchase in 
enormous quantities each year. Hetain the re- 
strictions imposed by protection, and it will not 
be long before Eogland will impose duties on 
our products, admitting free the products from 
countries whose ports are open to ber com- 
merce. When she does that, as she is certain to. 
the farmer will lose just the amount of the tax 
she imposes upon the products bought of bim, 
and our manufacturers will lose the trade con- 
fined to ber by the freedom of the ports open 
to her commerce. [If we aim to some- 
thing more than a limited commerce: 
if, as we ought, we are seeking to 
command the markets of the world in competi- 
tion with any other nation ou the globe, there 
is but one course to pursue, and that is, to luvite 
all nations to trade with us, giving them the 
present opportunity to test our markets that we 
may test theirs. Thus may we become not only 
the most prusperous agricultural people in the 
world, but the largest and most prosperous man- 


ulacturing nation on the globe.

If Dr. Johnson insists that this fm itself 
is wrong, then the reverend gentieman is beyond 
the pale of reason, and there is no place for him 
in any argument whatsoever. But I do not be-

Johnson admits this 
fact: Ihe drama in itself is harmless.“ Now, 
if the drama, or the simpie fact of recitation in 
costume, is harmless, then why would he “sweep 
Away tde stage (he won't) because some bad 
plays are recited any more than be would sweep 
away the rostrum because some mon who do 
not believe in Chfistianity preaeh longer ser- 
inogs than he or other good Dominies ean? But 
tbe question is not the “sweeping away” of the 
stage or puipit. It is the one great question of 
“reform,” and Dr. Johnson is eminently cor- 
rect when he enunciates toe fact that the the- 
atre needs reformauon. The mess of rot and 
rubbish that is constantly being offered up for 
the delectation of Chicago theatre-goers is sin- 
ply appalling; where we getone good bit of work 
wo get a tull baker's dozen bad lots that dis- 
gust the discerning and contaminate the 
innocent spectator. I think the most concise 
and by far the abiest consideration of this ques- 
tion was that of your own dramatic critic some 
weeks ago. He very decidediy called tor the 
much-needed reform. Our local managers are 
not to blame in this abuse to a great extent, be- 
cause they have to take what comes ulong—they 
are simply lesees, and act as junitors for their 
own houses. If our managers had stock com- 
punies, and then put on the rot and trash that 
these traveiing fakirs present, then Dr. Johuson 
night well can for a mass-meeting to squeicno 
the theatres.

FOND OF JELLY-CAKE. 


Three Wisconsin Lecislaters Who Ap- 
preciated Good Pastry When They 
Saw It. 


Special of The Chicago Tribune, 
Mapis0Nn, Wis., Feb. 8.—The flat has just gone 
forth that after Friday of. this week no new 
business will be considered by the Legislature, 
and in gousequence the usual avalanche of bills 
from the tecming brains of the gentiemen from 
Cranberry Patch and other localities is pouring 
down upon the Clerk's desk, the various meas- 
ures covering the wide range bounded on one 
side by a memorial to Congress concerning the 
fillmg of a vacancy in the Uutted States Supreme 
Court, and on the other by a bill making the 
service fee of stallions a lien on the progeny of 
the horse. 

The average legislator from the rural districts 
is a queer specimen, and stands out with cameo- 
like distinctuess, no matter in what situation 
or company be may be placed. Especially at 
the hotel table do the peculiar points of bis 
nature appear in bold relief. In the future my 
remembrances of the Wisconsin Legisiature 
will be indelibly associated with jelly-cake, and 
the universal! fondness of bucolic statesmen for 
pastry of all descriptions is simply wonderful. 
Why this should be so is rot clear, since there is 
no apparent reason why the sturdy tiller of the 
soil may not induige in food of this description 
to his heart's content while besi his own 
hearthatoue, instead of waiting until an elec- 
tion to the Legislature and consequent resi- 
dence at a hotel during Certain poruons or the 
year enabies him to look lovingly into a vista of 
pie, apple dumpling, tapioca pudding, and ice- 
creaw—which disbes are standard at every hotel 
from Maine to Louisiana. But the fact, solemn 
in its dyspeptic significance and grand in its 
peculiarity, stands out in a manuer that does 
not admit of its being passed unnoticed or 
treated with indifference. 

At dinoer today it was my fortune to be seated 
at a table the other occupants of which were 
legisiators from outside districts. They were 
ali men of more thau average intelligence and 
education. They discussed the current tupics 
of the day in a manuer that showed them to be 
thoroughly conversunt with what was going on 
in the world. They partook—somewhbat sparing- 
ly, I noticed at tne time, seeing they were ali ot 
robust frame and beaithful complexion—of the 
various meats and vegetables wuicu the bill of 
fare provided, and finally, when all had con- 
cluded this portion of the repast, the waiter 
came to take their order for pastry. One of the 
paity, a man who had just fiuished a cleariy- cut 
unalysis of the present aspect of National poli- 
tics, and who wus evidently regarded by the rest 
ot the group us ove whose words were entitled 
to consideration, picked up the bili of fare, 
gianced at it hustily, and said, in nicely-modu- 
luted tones: 

“ Appie dumpling, mince pie, and ice-cream.” 

The next one took the menu from the leader's 
band, regarded it attentively for a matter of 
toirty seconds, and remarked to the wuiter: 

* Mince pie, ice cream, apple dumpling, and 
coffee." 

The third man also pretended to read the bill 
of fare, but it was evident that bis mind bad 
been made up long before the document reached 
him. Finally, however, he turned to the waiter, 
and said, in an impressive manner: 

Ice cream, apple dumpling, mince pie, ana” 
—here hig voice assumed a furensic tone—“ some 
jeily-cake.” 

The various aids to indigestion were brought 
and disposed of, after which the considerauon 
of President Arthur's policy was resumed. Fi- 
nally there was a lull in the conversation, wuere- 
upon the gentieman at the lower end of the 
table remarked in a manner that showed he bad 
been giving the subject serious consideration: 

That wus good jeily-cake.””

A large plate heaped with the seductive com- 
pound was soon brougnit, and in a remarkably 
brief space of time had disappeared. Then the 
legisiators arose and started acrosss the street 
to the Capitol. As the hotel door closed behind 
them the words, * That was good jelly-cake,”’ 
were Wafted back on the pleasant winter breeze. 

This incident brings to mind a story which a 
well-known Chicagoan telis, and which runs as 
follows:

This time the waiter understood bim and ex- 
plaiued that it was not customary to furnish pie 
ut breakfast. 

“ Nuvver moind what the cushtom is,” said 
the genticman from Buxter street, I wants 
poi, and me intiation is to bave it.“ 

The waiter endeavored to convince him that 
there was no pie for breakfast, but in vain, and 
finally be referred the matter tothe head waiter. 
That functionacp related the circumstances of 
the case to the clerk, and he stated the facts to 
the proprietor, suying that nothing but pie 
would satisfy the enraged guest. The proprie- 
tor, not seeing any reason wby a man should not 
have pie for breakfastif be wanted it, ordered 
a generous supply of the articie to be served at 
once. By the time tbese instructions reached 
the dining-room the waiter with whom O'Brien 
had discussed the pie question was in another 
burt of the room; but just after receiving a 
generous supply of his favorit article of food 
O'Brien caught sight of him, and, waving his 
pie triumphbantly over his head, shouted out: 

No poi, hey, Charlie? I thonght if the boss 
knew what us mimbers of the Assimbly wanted 
we'd get it.“ H. T. W. 


French Republican Ministries. 
New York World. 

France has been taking a good deal of his- 
tory under the existing Republican régime. if 
setting up and kuocking over a great many 
statesmen and Cabinets be making history. M. 
de Freycinet’s is the eighteenth Ministry which 
has undertaken the conduct of public affairs 
since the downfall of the Empire, not quite 
eleven and a half yearsago. This gives us an 
average rate of consumption of one Catunet for 
every eight montbs, turning out about one im- 
mortal statesman, let us say, every three weeks:

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LIFE IN THE FIRST CABIN, 


An American’s Experienes on the Voy- 
age To and From Europe—- Hon Firsi- 
Class Passongers Sleep, Eat, aud Amuse 
Themselves— English Walters and 
Their Pecullarities—-How an Enaglish- 
man Runs a Bar—Scenes on Deck Be- 
low.

Probably 90 per cent of the million datly read- 
ers of the Sun never trod the deck of u Euro- 
pean steamship. This 90 per cent may have 
read columns corcerning life before the mast 
and in the steerage, and very little concerning 
life ip the cabin. I was a on 
the return trip of the City of Rome. It was 
my first experience on a British stedmer. A 
stateroom is assign you when you engage 
your passage. The number is entered on your 
ticket. If you fee a waiter on boarding the 
steamer you will be quickly shown to your room, 
If you request it, and your trunk fs not too 
large, it will be placed in your stateroom; other- 
wise it goes to the hold. You can get it, how- 
ever, on application to the purser. On tne City 
of Rome the most of the staterooms are on a 
level with the dining saloon, two flights of stairs 
below the upper deck. They are reached by ar- 
teries on each side of the vessel, several hun- 
dred feet long. A brass railing steadies those 
walking these corriders in a storm. 

There ure a few staterooms ou the upper deck. 
Each room céntains an upper and a lower berth, 
a carpet, a small sofa, mirror, and a marble sink. 
where water is turned on by a faucet. Drink 
ing water is kept in a glass decanter fastened in 
a bracket above the sing. The spring berths 
are so constructed that with any precaution 
their occupants cannot be thrown out by the 
lurching and rolling of the vessel. The 
rooms are carpeted, and are lighted with kero- 
sene, although kerosene is to be used. Auto- 
matic bells would have summoned waiters to 
each room, but the bells were out of order. The 


dining saloon and ladies’ cabin were lighted by 
electricity. Twice, however, through some de- 
fect, the curreat was shut off, and the paaéen- 
gers were left in darkness until candies were 
uguted. 

When the vessel is beaded for the broad At- 
lantic the purser overhauls the list of u- 
gers and assigns seuts at the dilumg tabies to 
each one by card. When the gong sounds for 
diuner the passengers roam among the tables. 
looking at the cards near the plates until each 
tiuds bis place. The Captain's table is ednsid- 
ered the post of honor. The especially favoured 
ure seated on his right and ieft. ve hus the 
exclusive attention of a bright-eyed cabin boy, 
wo stands ut bis right. Each waiter bus charge 
of a squad of seven or eight ugers. intry- 
ing to please all be frequentiy pleases none. 1 
diguity of an English waiter is proverbial. He 
rarely smiles. He uses the word “sir” asgtibiy 
as u Kentucky gentieman. lie receives the 
cbafling of reckless Americans in grandioquent 
silence, and ignores everything that does not 
directiy.copcern bim. Wul lower his dignity 
for movuey, but even then he only half sinks ir. 
Tomake a mortal enemy of oneof these diguitied 
genticmen address bim as “ Waiter.” I made 
the blunder in the smoking-room. wentie- 
man stared at mé as toough he could not velieve 
his ears. Sattsned that he was vot mistaken, ne 
nonchalantly dusted the lappelof his jacket, 
and, with withering scorn, said: I calla 
steward or you, sir. 

Ail Englishmen call the waiters stewards. 
Each steward expects gratuities from those he 
serves. They are usually given at the end of 
the voyage. These fees aggregate far more 
than the salaries of the stewards. They average 
from four shillings to a sovereign. Some pas- 
seagers inform their stewards at the beginning 
of a voyage that good service will be liberally 
rewarded. Others take things uncom piainingly, 
and part with their coin at the last hour with a 
sigh of regret. The stewards agree in crediting 
American travelers with the toust generosity. 
I Was told that the most imonious are 
the English nobility. “I'd ratner serve a 
Californm stage-driver than the Duke of 
Manchester,” said a steward on the 
Alaska. “A nobieman gives threepence to a 
porter where an American gives a shilling.” 
Commodore.James Gordon Bennett is a special 
favorit with the stewards. They say t he 
never crosses the wates without distributing 
twenty to thirty pounds mon them. After all. 
the stewards seem to show very little favoritism. 
If the poor or penurtous traveler is polite and 
uncompluining, be will pull throu the vovuge 
in almost as g shape as the An effort 
to attract the attention of a walter — pounding 
on the table or clinking your tu with a 
spoon will only result in your own mortification. 
Kuch English passenger will stare at you as 
though horrified at your lack of and

first opportunity. You must wait iu patience 
until the steward gets ready to serve you, 

Four meals were served daily on the Alaska 
and the City of Kome. Breakfast was ready at 
8:00, lunch at 1, dinner at 6. tea at 10. The gong 
was sounded twice before breakfaatand twice 
before dinner. On call served fur lunch, and the 
passengers straggied into tea by the clock. Tuo 
meals compared favurably with those at first- 
ciess hotels. Soup was served at both tunca and 
dioner. Atsupper tea and coffee, beef soup, 
golden buck, Welsh rarebit and: grilied bones 
were laid before you. At dinner the courses 
were brought of and removed at the tap of the 
bell. In stormy weather racks two Or three 
inches high were screwed upon the table 
to prevent the disbes from siiding off. 
But no rack has beeu invented that will keep 
your soup trom overflowing when tne vessel 
tilted at an angle of forty-five degrees. Despite 
the rack, roast duck and chicken and mince und 
lemon pies are oceusionally pitched into the laps 
of the passengers. A swingimg rack above the 
table looks like a bank of crystal. It glitters 
with glassware and decanters. A glance at it 
while eating dinner will give yOu (me exact tilt 
of the vessel. The chairs turn On a pivot, and 
are securely fastened to the floor. They are 
usually set back too far from the table. Once 
enaconced in them you are forced to lean for- 
ward when the vessel lurches your way until 
you look something like a bulf-closed jackknife.

The dining -saloons of both the Alaska and the 
City of Rome extend the width of the sbip, and 
are lighted by portholes on each side. In fair 
weather the deadlignts or bull's-eye windows 
are open, allowing a free circulation of sea-uair. 

The rolling 
of the vessel sends them far under water. The 
passepwer at the table sees the water rushing
